Water  Supply.  13  samples  of  Water  were  taken  for  Analysis  and  new  or  improved 
Schemes  at  the  following  places  were  carried  out  : — 

Loders;  Shipton  Gorge ; Askerswell. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  All  new  Drains  have  been  hydraulically  tested  before  being  used 
and  a new  outfall  valve  has  been  fitted  at  Charmouth. 

Scavenging.  The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  by  means  of  a motor  lorry  and  the 
method  of  disposal  by  ‘ Controlled  Tipping.’
